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The sea of dandelions taking over Didsbury’s 
greenspaces will be sprayed, council 
announced last week. 

The only thing left to do now is decide when 
to do it. 

“They will be sprayed at the best possible 
time based on missing the first window,” said 
Mayor Dorothy Moore. 

After a lengthy spraying hiatus, some resi¬ 
dents had concerns that the current pesticide 
policy disallowed chemical control of the weed 
and asked for it to be amended, but council said 
no changes are required. 

The Public Works department informed coun¬ 
cil that the policy leaves room for discretion in 
worst-case scenarios. 

Brenda Hemming, assistant CAO and chief 
financial officer, said the reason for the confu¬ 
sion is that in the past, the Town sprayed at an 
ineffective time, losing $5,000, so a manage¬ 
ment policy was developed to avoid repeating 
the mistake. 

“The policy states (spraying) should be, to a 
degree, a last resort," she said. 

“And we are at the last resort.” 

The pesticide policy should be reviewed 
annually, but it hadn’t been brought up for a 
couple of years, although it was scheduled for 
discussion in the fall along with the other exist¬ 
ing policies. 

But the process was fast-tracked as a result of 
residents’ concerns. 

Erhard and Rene Hermann presented the 
issue to council and brought an informal peti¬ 
tion around town recently to show them how 
important the issue was to the community. 

Although he would’ve liked council to inter¬ 
vene earlier, Hermann is glad they’re doing 
something. 

Councillor Ernie Ryckman blames early rain 
and extreme heat for the high number of dan¬ 
delions, and he said it’s best for council to wait 
a few months before spraying if they want to do 
it right. 

“It’s too late with these ones, but there’s 
another crop coming in the fall, so we should 
wait to do it then.” 

Councillor Stan Neufeld said the Town will 
consult with experts to take the necessary steps 
to control dandelions at the most effective time. 

He said proper signage will be in place when 
spraying commences.

The program’s aim is to develop citi¬ 
zenship, discipline, responsibility, phys¬ 
ical fitness, self-worth and friendship. 

“All we expect from the cadets is that 
they work hard and come regularly, and 
in return we hope they enjoy them¬ 
selves and learn a lot," said C.O. 
Watson. 

While the Corps is sponsored by the 


Canadian Forces—and locally, the 
Didsbury Elk’s Club—its members are 
not CF officers. 

“Some people hear army cadets and 
they just think army, but that’s not what 
we are, we’re so much more than that," 
said Lieut. Gregor. 

The program offers a 
gamut of skills and 
opportunities includ¬ 
ing adventure training, 
first aid, sports, 
games, bi-athlon com¬ 
petition, camps and 
even international 
travel. 

Cadet Warrant 

Officer Watson’s 
brother went to 
Germany a few years 
ago and her sister got a 
chance to visit the 
Canadian Space 

Center, where she par¬ 
ticipated in helping to 
find solutions to some 
problems NASA is 

working on. 

Watson hopes she’ll get her own 
opportunity next year, but for now, 
she’ll concentrate on preparing for a 
summer cadet camp in Whitehorse 
where she’ll get to do rock climbing, 
canoeing and field training. 

The summer camps, like all cadet 
endeavors are cost-free for the kids who 
earn a $60 per week training bonus for 
their participation, something Watson 
said is important. 

“It provides opportunities kids might 
not have otherwise,” she said. “For what 
little we’re expected to do, what we get 
in return is extraordinary.” 

The cadets will reconvene in 
September with a parade and leadership 
week, followed in November by a 
Remembrance Day service and in 
December they’ll hold a formal 
Christmas ball.

Committee will look at 
wait times 

The senior vice-president 
of health services with the 
David Thompson Health 
Region will co-chair a new 
provincial committee kx>k- 
ing at access to medical serv¬ 
ices, the health authority 
heard during its monthly 
meeting hist week. 

Denise Me Bain has lx>en 
appointed to co-chair the 
strategic steering committee 
that will advise Alberta 
Health on access priority's 
and strategies. 

“The committee will make 
decisions on the best way to 
allocate the $42 million that 
was announced by Health 
Minister Iris Evans on March 
30," I)THR chief administra¬ 
tive officer John Vogelzang 
told the authority. “It will 
provide oversight to the ini¬ 
tiatives and report on their 
progress to the deputy on a 
quarterly basis." 

The Wait Times 
Management Steering 
Committee met earlier tliis 
month to approve its terms 
of reference. A second meet¬ 
ing has lH>en scheduled to 
begin the work of the com¬ 
mittee. 

Standards in long-term

Home care getting 
busier in region 

Home care nurses are 
increasingly busy across the 
region these days, the 
authority heard. 

“Tlie shift to community 
based services is evident in 
the increasing activity expe¬ 
rienced by home care,” said 
Denise McBain. senior vice- 
president of health. “Home 
can* Ls participating in the 
Health Care Aide recruit¬ 


ment fairs throughout the 
region, in conjunction with 
continuing care and human 
resources, in order to raise 
the profile of this hard-to- 
recruit occupation." 

Meanwhile in related 
home care news, a six week 
pilot project at the Red I )eer 
hospital that saw a Home 
Can' RN work in the ER on a 
daily basis was a “resound¬ 
ing success”, she said. 

"The Home Care RN saw 
primarily elderly patients 
and explored opportunities 
for patients to receive can* 


at home, or in a community 
setting, rather than being 
admitted as an in-patient.” 

A total of 268 patients 
were seen in ER, 124 were 
discharged back to commu¬ 
nity. Out of the total seen, 
115 had already lieen given 
in-patient admission orders. 

“The project was a 
resounding success, not only 
in terms of number of in¬ 
patient admissions avoided, 
but also in terms of the qual¬ 
itative feedback from staff, 
physicians and patients.”

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Antique tractors keep 
chugging along

Old tractors never die; they just 
keep chugging along in Olds. 

For nine consecutive years, the 
First Alberta Two Cylinder Club has 
hosted Antique Tractor Days and 
every year the friendly competition 
gets bigger and better 

This past weekend, 50 tractors 
from across Canada chugged into 
Olds to participate in the scheduled 
tractor pulls and slow races. 

And for most in attendance at the 
event, seeing the majestic tractors 
brought back memories of the 
machines working in the fields, doing 
their part in ensuring a crop would be 
planted and harvested. 

For the younger generation, these 
antique tractor events afford them 
the opportunity of getting a hands-on 
look at the machinery their grandpar¬ 
ents used for the everyday operations 
on the farm. 

A wide assortment of makes and 
models from John Deere, 
International, Harvester, Case, Ford 
Minneapolis and Massey Harris was 
represented at the annual event. 

With antique tractor events sched¬ 
uled throughout Alberta during the 
summer, enthusiasts of the sport will 
have the opportunity of attending a 
sanctioned event virtually every 
weekend. 

Although most of the tractors regis¬ 
tered for the Olds event were 
restored, a few of them were in origi¬ 
nal condition. 

Records indicate the last two cylin¬ 
der John Deere tractor was built in 
1960 and they have been known to be 
working in the fields through the 
1970s and ‘80s. 

Scott Massie, president of the First 
Alberta Two Cylinder Club, said the 


Olds event usually is the first event on 
the calendar. 

“We normally attract around 50 
tractors every year, so I was pleased 
with this year’s turnout,” Massie said. 

Despite the wet weather, Massie 
said it didn’t keep the competitors nor 
the fans away from attending the 
event.

In the tractor pulls, the participants 
competed in seven different weight 
categories. 

Outside the tractor pulls, the 
entrants competed in a tractor start¬ 
ing competition where the drivers 
hand cranked their units to start 
them. Meanwhile, the slow races 
encouraged the drivers to finish last 
as the slowest tractor in each race 
was declared the winner. 

In the Bantam class or feather¬ 
weight division of the tractor pulls, 
Keith Weigum placed first with a 
Cockshutt 30 while Ken Wolf driving a 
48 Allis WD took second place. 
Placing third was Lome Freeman. 

A 1943 Oliver HO driven by Don 
Lund was the top puller in Class 1 for 
tractors up to 4,999 lb. Leonard 
Shaunberg driving a 1939 Minneapolis 
Z placed second and Robin Jones 
with a 1958 Ford finished third.

for tractors weighing up to 5,999 lb 
was Bob Kesley driving a 1950 John 
Deere A with Reg Massie driving a 
1943 John Deere B placing second.

Marshall. 

Taking first place in Class 4 for trac¬ 
tors weighing up to 8,499 lb. was John 
Ellingson driving a 1950 Massey 55 
with second place going to Bob Wood 
driving a 1949 John Deere R. Coming 
in third was Keith Weigum on a 1949 
John Deere R. 

Top puller in Class 5 for tractors 
weighing up to 9,999 lb., was Eugene 
Brown with a 1955 John Deere 820 
while second place went to Gordon 
Phar driving a 1959 International 660. 
Claiming third place driving a 1950 
John Deere 820 was Tom Erbman. 

In Class 6 for tractors weighing

The little girl known for so 
long as simply “Baby Found 
on Prairie" has finally been 
given the burial she never 
had. 

With only a handful of peo¬ 
ple left who know her story, 
she risked being forgotten as 
years pass. 

But now, thanks to some 
Town employees who took it 
upon themselves to make sure 
that didn’t happen, she will be 
remembered as “May", the 
baby who brought a commu¬ 
nity together. 

On Sunday, following the 
community memorial service, 
nearly everyone in attendance 
moved to the other side of the 
cemetery to honour May. 

Rick Jakubowski, who vol¬ 
unteered to build her a grave 
marker, was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised by the large turnout. 

“I was worried nobody 
would show up,” he said. 
“This is great.” 

Making her own strong 
appearance was Mother 
nature, the one who coddled 
May for the two weeks in 1913 
that she lay in a farmer’s field 
before her newborn body was 
discovered. 

Black clouds that had 


loomed overhead all morning 
suddenly passed and the sun 
came out in full force, just in 
time for the ceremony. 

“I can’t believe this,” said 
Jakubowski. 

“This was supposed to be 
the rainiest day this week.” 

Jakubowski led the service, 
singing a song and reciting a 
poem he wrote for the occa¬ 
sion, and Tyrone Patten read 
a passage from the Bible. 

As an example of how much 
May has touched the commu¬ 
nity in recent days, someone 
had left their own poem 
beside her cross, wliich was 
also read aloud. 

Carol Goode, who was visit¬ 
ing fanuly and tagged along 
for the day, said the service 
left a huge impression on her. 

“You can really tell a lot 
about a place by its people 
and these people care so 
much,” she said. 

Following the service 
Jakubowski said he felt a 
sense of relief. 

“My heart feels a lot better 
now,” he said. 

“I was waiting a long time to 
do that,." 

Mayor Dorothy Moore was 
pleased at how the communi¬ 
ty reached out.

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World awaits for 
scholarship winner

Sixteen-year-old Ebony Griffin is head¬ 
ing to Victoria for a “life changing" experi¬ 
ence. 

The tirade 11 Cremona student is one of 
just eight Alberta teens—and the only one 
from a rural area—to win the Lester B. 
Pearson United World College scholarship, 
worth |63»0Qa 

For the next two years Griffin will study 
alongside students from a range of 80 
countries and will get the chance to live 
with two girls from different continents. 

“I’m so excited about the opportunity to 
meet people from all over the world," she 
said. 

She first learned about the scholarship, 
years before she was old enough to apply, 
from a boy on her swim team. 

In 1998, Olds teen Jim Palardy won the 
same scholarship, and today he looks back 
on his experience as difficult .but amazing. 

“It expands your mind to a huge list of 
opportunities,” he said. 

Griffin was reminded about the program 
earlier this year by her guidance councel- 
lor, who encouraged her to apply. 

After compiling a lengthy application 
package, including essays and reference 
letters from teachers, Griffin was shortlist¬ 
ed from a field of about 200 applicants for 
an interview. 

She thinks life experience helped her 
step ahead of the pack because the selec¬ 
tion committee was looking for well- 
rounded people.“I’ve travelled quite a bit 


and my family does a lot of outdoor activi¬ 
ties, like rock climbing and ice climbing,” 
she said. “And my grades are pretty high 
too." 

Griffin also plays for an elite soccer team 
in C algary, up to six nights a week, and 
coaches a younger squad on top of that. 

She hopes to play soccer in Victoria 
because she likes the balance it gives to 
her life, but after meeting some World 
College alumni at an orientation last week, 
she thinks it might be difficult to squeeze 
in to an already packed schedule, includ¬ 
ing 160 hours of community service. 

Griffin's dad Will Black, said her ability 
to time manage is the key to his daughter’s 
success. 

“I’m so proud of her,” he said. “This is 
mind-blowing really." 

Griffin expects the biggest challenge 
she’ll face is simply being away from home 
and not graduating with long-time friends. 

I’ve been in school with some of the girls 
since Grade 1 so it will be hard leaving 
here, but I’ll email them a lot,” she said, 
adding she may return home for gradua¬ 
tion ceremonies if time permits. 

While Griffin was scheduled to graduate 
with a high school diploma next year, she 
will instead earn an international bac¬ 
calaureate (IB) diploma, which allows her 
to accrue early credits toward a post-sec¬ 
ondary degree. 

She said her future educational pursuits 
aren't yet set in stone, but for now she's 
leaning toward marine biology and has 
high hopes one day to be doing experi¬ 
ments aboard a space shuttle.

Taking it to heart 

88 years old and still clownin’ around

At 88 years old, with an Angina con¬ 
dition, and on her second pacemaker, 
Hilda Trim knows well what it’s like 
to live with heart problems, but she 
doesn’t just sit back and let it it take 
over. 

Instead she dresses up in a clown cos¬ 
tume, does a few 
stretches, and jumps 
on a 29-seat er bike to 
help others like herself 
get good medical care 
and continue to live 
active lives. 

Trim was easily the 
most mature partici¬ 
pant in the Ride for 
Life in Didsbury 
Friday, but she was 
also the most enthusi¬ 
astic. 

“I was so happy to be able to say I did 
it,” she said. “It made me feel 20 years 
younger.” 

Trim was fighting off a bout of bron¬ 
chitis in the days leading up to the 
event and was worried she might have 
to stay home, but she worked hard to 
recover in time. 

“I went to bed early and got a good 
sleep to prepare,” she said. “1 would 
have been so disappointed if I had 
missed it.” 

Along with 28 other riders, represent¬ 
ing every discipline in the hospital, 
Trim pedalled around the entire town, 
but admits she let the others do most of 
the work. 

“I cheated a little and kept my feet on 
the lower bar,” she said. 

“The seat was higher than my short 


little legs would allow me." 

Trim’s own father died of a serious heart 
condition when she was 14 years old. 

That was when she dropped out of 
school to help her mother raise the 
family. 

“We had our ups and downs and lived 
with very little, but 1 educated myself 
and life has been good,” she said. 

It’s this positive attitude that has 
given her the strength to 
beat her heart condition. 

“A lot of people wail 
their fate, telling them¬ 
selves they can't do this or 
that, but they need to push 
themselves and know they 
can do it,” she said. 

“It’s sort of a Polly anna 
outlook, but it’s a worth¬ 
while thing to analyze your 
own abilties.” 

Her doctor credits her 
attitude too, telling her he 
sees younger people who aren’t half as 
healthy. 

“I feel very, very blessed because the 
pacemakers have kept me going since 
1980 and I’m still going strong," said 
Trim. 

Thanks to hospital staff and their 
friends and families, the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation now has an addi¬ 
tional $4,000 to help give others the 
same hope for longevity. 

“It’s good for the community to let peo¬ 
ple know we’re out there and we care,” 
said team Captain (and Trim's grand¬ 
daughter) Shannon Hunter. 

The group got back on the bicycle 
after taking a couple of years off from 
raising money, and this year’s success 
should prove motivating for future 
endeavors.
